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Tributes paid after 
rider dies on gallops

A RIDER suffered a fatal heart attack 
on Newmarket Gallops on Friday 
morning. 

Jason Wellings, 42, originally from 
Doncaster, fell from his horse at Long 
Hill, at about 7am. 

The ambulance service, the air am¬ 
bulance and the Suffolk Accident Res¬ 
cue Service all attended the incident 
but were unable to revive him. 

Mr Wellings worked for trainer 
James Fanshawe, at Pegasus Stables in 
Snailwell Road. 

His brother Mark Wellings told the 
News : “Jason lived for racing in New¬ 
market and absolutely loved it. 

“He moved to Dubai for 10 years but 
he came back to the town. Racing staff 
can leave Newmarket but Newmarket 
never leaves them. 

“Jason started at the Northern 
School of Racing when he was 15 - he 
just lived and breathed racing.” 

Mark said his brother had died “do¬ 
ing what he loved”. 

He added: “He had gone around 
twice already and that was the last 
time to go out on the gallops and eve¬ 
rything was normal. He was laughing 
and joking and taking the mickey as 
he normally does. 

“He was right up at the top of the 
gallops when it happened but he 
didn’t know anything about it. He died 
doing what he loved.” 


The racing staff were like a “huge 
family” to Jason, Mark said, and eve¬ 
ryone at the yard and in the commu¬ 
nity had been “amazing” to the family 
following the news. 

Jason had worked for James Fan¬ 
shawe since returning from Dubai in 
March. 

Mr Fanshawe said: “Friday was a re¬ 
ally sad day... especially more so be¬ 
cause Jason was just the most likeable 
member of staff. 

“He was very popular throughout 
Newmarket as well as being a model 
employee. 


“He will be really remembered by 
everyone here. He was such a nice 
person, he was never angry. He was 
always extremely enthusiastic about 
what he did - he was just a top man.” 

He added: “It was a really sad day for 
everyone and all of us at the yard send 
our condolences to his family.” 

In a statement on their website, 
staff at the yard said: “Jason was a very 
popular, kind, and reliable member of 
staff. He was always happy and very 
positive about his horses regardless of 
their ability. He will be hugely missed 
as he was one of the yard’s big char¬ 


acters.” 

Jason worked for Neville Callaghan 
in the 1990s, before moving to John 
Gosden’s yard. He also spent time 
working for Sir Michael Stoute, look¬ 
ing after Hammerstein, a son of 1,000 
Guineas winner Musical Bliss. 

He then went to work in racing in 
Dubai. 

John Berry, racehorse trainer and 
deputy mayor of Newmarket, said his 
death was “shocking” and had come 
“way, way too soon.” 

“It’s a tragedy when anyone dies 
young, and especially when that 
someone is as likeable, popular and 
integral part of the community as Ja¬ 
son was,” he said. 

“I offer my sincere condolences to 
his family. I know that there is nothing 
which anyone can do to lessen their 
loss, but if it helps I can assure them 
that he was liked and respected by 
the many, many racing people whose 
paths he crossed. 

“He will be much missed by many, 
and won’t be forgotten.” 

In Dubai, the A1 Zahia Handicap 
Race was dedicated to Mr Wellings by 
jockey Richard Mullen, on Sunday. 

A memorial page has been set up on 
Facebook by Mr Wellings’ family and, 
as of yesterday afternoon, it had at¬ 
tracted almost 600 likes.

Revamp

Draft regulations are 
set to go to the cabinet 
on Tuesday, December 
9 and, if approved, will 
go to consultation with 
traders from December 
15, closing on January 
23.

Man avoids jail 
despite online sex 
chat with girl, 15 


A SELF-confessed sex of¬ 
fender has been spared cus¬ 
tody after chatting online to 
a 15-year-old girl. 

Tomas Oddy, 43, pleaded 
guilty to engaging in sexual 
activity in the presence of a 
child, and was sentenced at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

Oddy, of Bradley Road, 
Cowlinge, met the girl, who 
called herself Millie, in a 
chat room last summer. De¬ 
spite learning she was 15, he 
carried on chatting with her, 
obtained her mobile num¬ 
ber and sent her a string of 
“dirty messages”. 

Michael Crimp, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court that Oddy

watched as the young girl 
took her top off and showed 
her breasts. 

After one online chat 
where Millie believed Oddy 
was performing a sex act on 
himself, she told police. 

Edward Renvoize, mitigat¬ 
ing, said that Oddy initially 
thought the girl was older, 
but had persisted despite 
discovering her true age. 

He said: “This was an 
enormous lapse of judge¬ 
ment on the part of Mr Oddy. 
There is no suggestion that 
he has any particular inter¬ 
est in young girls. He made a 


series of very poor decisions 
which of course are criminal 
and he must face the conse¬ 
quences of this.” 

Judge David Goodin sen¬ 
tenced him to 12 months 
imprisonment, suspended 
for 18 months. 

The judge ordered that 
Oddy be under supervision 
for 18 months, pay £250 in 
costs and sign onto the sex¬ 
ual offences register for the 
next 10 years. 

He said: “I am satisfied 
that you meant her no ill 
and if you had been aware 
of the damage being caused 
by it then you wouldn’t have 
engaged in the activity.”

FORMER Addenbrooke’s 
children’s doctor Myles 
Bradbury has been jailed for 
22 years after admitting he 
abused 18 boys in his care 
- described by the judge as 
“one of the worst forms of 
sexual abuse imaginable”. 

The 41-year-old, from Her- 
ringswell, near Newmarket, 
worked as a paediatric con¬ 
sultant haematologist at Ad¬ 
denbrooke’s in Cambridge, 
where he carried out medical 
examinations on boys “pure¬ 
ly for his own sexual gratifi¬ 
cation”, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard. 

His patients were routinely 
asked to strip naked before 
Bradbury abused them while 
their unsuspecting parents 
sat just feet away on the other 
side of the partition curtain. 

He would tell his victim 
that he needed to feel and 
measure their genitals in 
what he pretended were ‘le¬ 
gitimate’ medical examina¬ 
tions. 

He also used a ‘spy pen’ 
with a hidden camera to film 
his victims, which was later 
discovered to hold more than 
170,000 images. 

A disc was also found 
which contained stories of 
a “grossly offensive” nature, 
whose underlying theme was 
“to normalise sexual relations 
between men and boys”. 

Bradbury’s abuse went on 
for four-and-a-half years, 
beginning within six months 
of him taking up his post in 
2008 and continuing to the 
day he was suspended. 

He pleaded guilty to 25 
offences, including sexual 
assault, voyeurism and pos¬ 
sessing more than 16,000 in-

decent images, against boys 
aged between 10 and 16. 

At his sentencing on Mon¬ 
day, fudge Gareth Hawkes¬ 
worth said Bradbury’s sen¬ 
tence would be reduced 
because of his early guilty 
pleas although “some might 
observe” that the overwhelm¬ 
ing evidence against him 
meant he had little choice 
but to admit the offences. 


Describing Bradbury as 
“manipulative”, he added: 
“For a doctor to attack chil¬ 
dren in this way is one of the 
worst forms of sexual abuse 
imaginable.” 

The judge continued: 
“These boys were all vulner¬ 
able and gravely ill.” 

He added that he had no 
doubt Bradbury had caused 
“serious psychological” harm 
to his victims and there was a 
risk he would do so in future 
but said the doctor’s recogni¬ 
tion of his deviancy meant 
the risk could be managed. 

ludge Hawkesworth said: 
“In many years’ experience 
on the bench I have never 
come across a more culpa¬ 
ble or grave course of sexual 
criminality which has in¬ 
volved such a gross and gro¬ 
tesque breach and betrayal 
of your Hippocratic Oath and 
trust reposed in you by your

She said: “There were tour¬ 
ists outside the gates where 
I had stood before, but to 
actually be permitted to go 
through these famous gates 
was really remarkable and I 
felt truly fortunate.” 

And after a long day of 
meetings and travelling 
around London, Georgia said 
that the day would have a 


patients, their families and 
colleagues. 

“In some cases you exag¬ 
gerated the seriousness of the 
child’s illness to ensure fur¬ 
ther examinations took place 
than were strictly necessary in 
order to increase your oppor¬ 
tunities to abuse.” 

After the hearing, the detec¬ 


tive leading the investigation 
spoke of the doctor’s victims 
who may have since died of 
cancer. 

Detective Superintendent 
Gary Ridgway told the News : 
“My heart goes out to the 
victims of this and my admi¬ 
ration is for their courage in 
coming forward. 

“My sympathy also goes to 
the families of the children 
that have been lost to cancer 
who will never know if their 
children were victims of this 
man’s behaviour. 

“I think for this man who 
had the trust of families to act 
in this way is truly terrible. 

“We will never know how 
many victims there were and 
we are doing everything we 
can to support and encour¬ 
age other victims to come for¬ 
ward. 

“This man was highly re¬ 
spected and by the families of 
his victims who trusted him. 
He betrayed that trust in an 
appalling way. 

“He carried out examina¬ 
tions purely for his own sexual 
gratification.” 

Michelle Brown, head of the 
CPS East of England rape and 
serious sexual offences unit, 
described the offences as “one 
of the worst cases of this kind”. 


AT least 54 parents and 
members of the public 
have contacted the NSPCC 
since it set up a helpline 
for people affected by 
paedophile doctor Myles 
Bradbury. 

The doctor, who filmed 
some using a spy pen and 
abused others behind a 
curtain while their parents 
were in the room, pleaded 
guilty to 25 offences. 

All of the victims 
suffered from leukaemia, 
haemophilia or other 
serious conditions and 
some have since died. 

John Cameron, head 
of the NSPCC helpline, 
has encouraged anybody 
affected by Bradbury's 
crimes to get in touch. 

"At some of the lowest 
points in their lives, 
countless families placed 
their trust and hope in 
Bradbury," he said. 

"His sexual abuse and 
perverted voyeurism of 
extremely vulnerable 
children was a grotesque 
betrayal of that trust."

TVio who burgled 
59 homes are jailed 


THREE men involved in burgling 
nearly 60 homes across three coun¬ 
ties have been jailed. 

The trio used homemade tools 
to smash open windows and patio 
doors which would normally be 
considered resistant to attack. 

On Friday Ipswich Crown Court 
heard police were able to link 15 
of the raids at Suffolk addresses 
through distinctive footprints from 
trainers left at the scene and the way 
homes had been broken into. 

The burglars also helped police 
link them to the scene of some of 
their crimes by taking photos of each 
other on mobile phones. 

Prosecutor Shauna Ritche said 
other raids in Norfolk and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire brought the value of 
goods stolen to £125,000. 

Properties targeted include homes 
in Brookfields Close, Newmarket 
and Albert Road, Stow-Cum-Quy. 

As well as jewellery, cameras and

computer equipment, the gang took 
household items including duvets, 
kitchen utensils and food. 

Miss Richie said that some of the 
jewellery was of great sentimental 
value and had been handed down 
through generations. 

Traian Vasiluta, 22; Mihai Gh- 
erghinesco, 33 and Adrian Budur- 
coiu, 21, all from Ipswich, pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to burgle. 

Miss Ritchie said a search of an ad¬ 
dress in Martin Road, Ipswich where 
the three men were living revealed a 
large quantity of stolen property in a 
hidden room in the attic. 

The court heard most burglaries 
took place at night, some when vic¬ 
tims were away and one when a man 
was recovering from a heart attack. 

Gherghinesco admitted involve¬ 
ment in 17 burglaries, Vasiluta 38 
and Budurcoiu 4. 


Lawyers representing the three 
men said they had expressed genu¬ 
ine remorse. 

Judge Rupert Overbury said: “The 
burglaries were premeditated, pro¬ 
fessional, well planned using equip¬ 
ment to steal using a homemade 
device to shatter glass which one 
would normally consider to be im¬ 
pervious.” 

Victims had suffered long term 
problems, said the judge. One was 
a 17-year-old whose computer was 
stolen forcing her to rewrite a year’s 
A level coursework in the space of 
one month. 

Judge Overbury told the defend¬ 
ants: “People who burgle other peo¬ 
ple’s property can expect no sympa¬ 
thy from the courts whatever their 
personal circumstances.” 

Gherghinesco and Vasiluta were 
sentenced to seven years and four 
months each and Burducoiu to five 
years and four months.

Mrs Ison’s sister, Val Op- 
perman, who lives in South 
Africa, thanked well-wishers 
for their messages of condo¬ 
lence, on Suffolk Police’s Fa- 
cebook page. 

She wrote: “Thank you for 
all your condolences of the

death of my sister. 

“She was driving her 
brand new BMW 1 series. I 
believe that this is a notori¬ 
ous stretch of road as it’s so 
narrow, lined by trees. 

“We will never know the 
real cause but are consoled 
that she was a very good 
driver of 36 years in one of 
the safest cars and had just 
returned from a beautiful 
holiday in Tenerife hours 
before. 

“She is survived by two 
beautiful daughters.” 

Mrs Ison was also renovat¬ 
ing a 17th century cottage in 
Heacham, her sister said. 

Her mother, Margaret Ad¬ 
ams, also wrote on the page. 
She said: “It was a tragic ac¬ 
cident that is unbelievable. 

“She was in a very happy 
state of mind, so much to 
look forward to. 

“We are a very close family 
and we are all heartbroken. 

“Please be so careful when 
driving, it is those who are 
left behind that have to suf¬ 
fer.” 

Mrs Ison was the area 


manager for Premier Travel, 
including its branches in 
Cambridge, Ely and New¬ 
market, where she was well- 
known in the local commu¬ 
nities. 

Susan Papworth, manag¬ 
ing director of the compa¬ 
ny, said: “We are all deeply 
shocked and saddened by 
the tragic news.

Community order for 
man found with 901 
images of children 


A NEWMARKET man was 
caught with more than 
900 indecent images of 
children on his computer, 
a court has heard. 

Guy Hockaday, 58, was 
arrested as a result of an 
operation launched by 
police in Gloucestershire. 

On Friday Ipswich 
Crown Court was told that 
officers monitored people 
who accessed a legitimate 
website which had been 
hacked to include the offer 
of images of children. 

Details were obtained 
from internet service 
providers which led to the 
identification of Hockaday 
earlier this year. 

Police officers arrived 
at Hockaday's home 
in Exning Road with a 
warrant on March 20 and 
carried out a search which 
led to the illegal images 
being found, said Godfried 
Duah prosecuting. 

In total 901 images were 
discovered, and Hockaday 
was arrested. 

When interviewed 
he admitted accessing 
websites which displayed 
illegal content. 

Mr Duah said: "He said 


he usually started off with 
adult websites and then 
decided to view these 
images." 

Hockaday pleaded guilty 
to an offence of making 
indecent images of a child. 

In mitigation Richard 
Harvey QC said five 
people had provided 
references which gave 
some insight into 
Hockaday's background 
and how he became a 
heavy drinker, a problem 
which became worse 
following his mother and 
father's deaths. 

Hockaday had become 
"socially isolated" and lost 
vital social skills, said Mr 
Harvey. 

Sentencing him, Judge 
John Devaux said that 
offences of this type 
frequently attracted a 
prison sentence. 

However Judge Devaux 
said he was prepared to 
instead make Hockaday 
the subject of a community 
order under which he will 
remain under Probation 
Service supervision for 
three years. 

He will also have to pay 
£900 prosecution costs. 


We're waiting 
for council 
feedback on 
Queensbury 
Lodge: Unex 

THE owners of Queensbury 
Lodge on the High Street in 
Newmarket are in talks with the 
district council over what can be 
done to improve the site. 

A representative from Unex 
attended a Newmarket town 
council meeting on Monday 
evening. 

He said: "We have met with 
the council on two occasions 
to come up with another set of 
proposals. We showed them the 
initial designs and they told us 
what they did not want to see 
so we put in two separate pre 
application submissions to get 
advice." 

One was an application for 
a care home on Queensbury 
Lodge and the other was for 
land behind it, including the old 
swimming pool, for a residential 
area and a starter yard. 

The representative added: 

"The council have had those 
for some considerable time 
but so far we have not had any 
feedback from them." 

He told councillors that in the 
meantime, the old swimming 
pool site would be fenced to 
avoid it looking an eyesore.

Man, 48, 
in court 
after roof 
fall death 

A 48-YEAR-OLD man has 
appeared in court charged 
with gross negligent 
manslaughter in connection 
with an industrial accident 
near Newmarket earlier this 
year. 

Michael Turner, 48, of 
Parley Beams Cottages, Earls 
Colne, Colchester, appeared 
at Cambridge Magistrates 
Court on Friday. 

Police were called to 
reports that a man had died 
in an industrial accident at 
a property in Station Road, 
Kennett, on May 20 this 
year. 

Robert Bird, 57, of Mersey 
Road, Colchester, died from 
severe multiple traumatic 
injuries in Station Road after 
falling from a roof he was 
working on. 

Magistrates sent the case 
to Cambridge Crown Court, 
with the first hearing set to 
be held on Friday. 

Turner was released on 
unconditional bail. 

A joint investigation into 
Mr Bird's death is being 
carried out by police and the 
Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE).

The session had focused on the 
Openness Regulations and gave 
detailed information on how 
councils can meet the regula¬ 
tions, which allow the public the 
right to film, photograph, record 
or report on full council or com¬ 
mittee meetings. 

The session also gave practical 
tips to help councils such as hav¬ 
ing signage at the venue and pub¬ 
lishing information on the web¬ 
site, while the Suffolk Association 
of Local Councils (SALC) have 
produced a clear statement which 
the chairman can read out at the 
start of a meeting. 

There can also be a clear separate 
seating area, if space allows, so 
the public are not filmed if they 
do not wish to be, although the 
public can not insist on privacy or 


anonymity. 

In her report, Ms Maguire stressed 
that although some councils seem 
scared at the prospect, it is crucial 
to embrace the changes, showing 
that as a council they are trans¬ 
parent in all their dealings.

John Barker 
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Frankel foals fail to shine 
but records are still broken

BIDDERS looking to make 
a Frankel foal their own in 
Newmarket grabbed a bar¬ 
gain on Friday as three of 
them went under the ham¬ 
mer at Tattersalls. 

Three foals by the legend¬ 
ary Frankel, who went un¬ 
beaten in his 14 races and 
brought home almost £3 
million in prize money, went 
up for auction - expected 
to hit the upper end of the 
price scale at the sales. 

But while one of his foals 
broke the Irish record at 1.8 
million euros (£1.4 million) 
earilier this month, and an¬ 
other went for £1.15 million 
at a sale held in Kensington 
palace in June, the three 
foals - with one withdrawn 
from sale at the last minute - 
at Tattersalls on Friday even¬ 
ing failed to garner the same 
interest. 

Crowds, including former 
jockey Willie Carson and 
national TV crews, packed 
into the sales ring seats were 
silent as they waited with 
baited breath to hear how 
much the highly coveted 
foals would be sold for. 

The first foal reached 
140,000 guineas, less than 
the reserve price, and left 
unsold. 

It was later bought pri¬ 
vately for 150,000 guineas by 
Dermot Farrington. 

The second went for 
350,000 guineas and the 
third sold for 200,000 guin¬ 
eas. 

But Jimmy George, Tat- 
tersall’s marketing direc¬ 
tor, said that the three foals 
were just a “small part” of 
the sales and they could not 
speculate on what may hap¬ 
pen next. 

He said: “We will be look¬ 
ing forward to seeing Fran- 
kel’s first crop of yearlings 
next year but we will also 
be looking forward to see¬ 
ing them on racecourses in 
Britain and throughout the

Man had 250,000 child abuse images 


A MAN who had 250,000 images of children 
being abused has been spared prison. 

Jonathan Gibbs was caught with the 
massive haul of videos and photographs 
in his father's house in Soham following a 
police operation targeting people sharing 
abuse images on peer-to-peer networks. 

Nearly 1,000 of those were at level A, the 
most serious category, showing penetrative 
sexual activity as well as abuse involving 
animals and sadism. 

The 53-year-old, of Paddock Street, 

Soham, who was said to be sexually attracted 
to 10-year-old girls, was given a suspended 
prison sentence and must attend an internet 
sex offenders' programme. 


Sara Walker, prosecuting, said police 
raided the house on November 20 last 
year and Gibbs admitted six counts of 
making indecent images and two counts of 
possession of indecent images. 

Gibbs had a collection of 1,000 images 
at level A and 1,700 at level B. There were 
about 160,000 pictures and videos at level C 
relating to a making indecent images charge 
and 120,000 relating to a possession of 
indecent images charge. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth also imposed a 
sexual offences prevention order so Gibbs 
cannot own an internet device without 
having monitoring software installed on it by 
police. He must also pay £400 court costs.

Step closer to law 
to stop fly grazing 


A NEW law to tackle fly grazing 
in Suffolk could be a step closer 
thanks to backing from a member 
of parliament. 

The CIA, an organisation for 
the owners of land, property and 
businesses based in Suffolk, has 
welcomed the move by MP fu- 
lian Sturdy to back a law which 
would enable the “swift removal” 
of horses being fly grazed. 

This is when horses are left on 
someone else’s land without per¬ 
mission - and a new law would 
cut the time landowners have to 
wait before they can take action 
from 14 to just four. 

Thomas Allen, 23, from Soham, 
died on the A14 at Sproughton, 
near Ipswich, on Christmas Eve 
in 2012 after hitting horses which 
had strayed into the road.

Suffolk coroner Peter Dean de¬ 
scribed the tragedy as “an acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen” and said 
he would be writing to the gov¬ 
ernment to ask for it to be made a 
criminal offence. 

The owner of the horses, Sta¬ 
cy Humphrys, was jailed for 28 
months earlier this year. 

The Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs Committee has now 
joined in backing a Private Mem¬ 
ber’s Bill which would allow the 
removal of fly grazed horses. 

CIA eastern regional director 
Nicola Currie said: “We welcome 
the influential committee’s deci¬ 
sion to back this bill and move it 


one big step closer to becoming 
law. 

“This is an important break¬ 
through for the CIA’s ongoing 
work to tackle the growing prob¬ 
lem of fly grazing. 

“It is vital that landowners in 
Suffolk and across the eastern re¬ 
gion have the power to act quickly 
and in the best interest of the wel¬ 
fare of these animals.” 

Calls to welfare charities about 
fly grazing have risen by two 
thirds in three years. 

The RSPCA said they had re¬ 
ceived 226 calls about abandon¬ 
ment, including fly grazing, in 
Suffolk relating to the welfare of 
769 horses. 

The Control of Horses bill will 
be debated by MPs at committee 
stage in the coming weeks. 


Call for 
change in 
business 
rates 


THE district council is 
leading a call for a change 
in business rates around 
the country. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, together with St 
Edmundsbury Burough 
Council, is lobbying the 
government to change li¬ 
censing laws. 

Currently, the councils 
cannot stop people who 
have not paid their busi¬ 
ness rates from getting per¬ 
mission to open or renew a 
licensed premises. 

Under current law, a li¬ 
censing authority can’t take 
rates payments into ac¬ 
count. 

On other occasions, the 
councils have been aware 
that the applicant owed a 
“substantial amount” on 
business rates dating back 
several years, but were una¬ 
ble to do anything about it. 

Now, they have gained

Cllr Stephen Edwards, 
cabinet member for re¬ 
sources, governance and 
performance at Forest 
Heath, said: “Many coun¬ 
cils will have come across 
these cynical business men 
and women who pay all of 
their bills apart from their 
business rates because they 
know they will still get their 
licence. 

“It is unfair on the rest 
of us who pay our rates, 
knowing that the money 
will be reinvested back into 
the area for the benefit of 
us all. 

“We now wait in hope of 
a satisfactory announce¬ 
ment by the Chancellor.” 

The Local Government 
Association said the change 
in law would ensure “all 
businesses bear their share 
of responsbility towards 
the general prosperity” of 
their local area.

Tim Passmore, Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner for Suffolk, has warned residents 
across the county to beware of fake websites 
and scam emails. 

Last weekend was the busiest for internet 
shopping throughout the whole year. 

And millions of shoppers took to the inter¬ 


net on Friday to snap up some Black Friday 
deals, where many items were heavily re¬ 
duced after Thanksgiving in the USA. 

Mr Passmore said: “It’s a shocking statis¬ 
tic, but, according to the National Fraud In¬ 
telligence Bureau, more than half of Britons 
have been victims of an online crime. 

“Last year in the UK, Christmas shoppers 
made an estimated 115 million visits to on¬ 
line retail sites on the first Monday in De¬ 


cember. 

“That is a mind-blowing figure and with 
that many online transactions the potential 
for crime is very likely.”

£50,000 prize 
still unclaimed

FORMER town councillor 
Tom Williams died last week 
aged 95.

“He was a man who had 
principles and views and 
always stuck to them quite

strongly. 

“He will be remembered 
for the way he did things.” 

In his later years, Mr Wil¬ 
liams lost his eyesight - but 
was still determined not to 
move out of his home, even 
when he found it hard to get 
around. 

Cllr Sadler added: “His 
eyesight greatly deteriorat¬ 
ed over the years but in spite 
of all that he would not con¬ 
template the idea of leaving 
his home. 

“He had a difficult time. 
He used to go to The Palo¬ 
mino for a drink every Tues¬ 
day and that was the high¬ 
light of his week.”

THE first draft shop front 
policy for businesses in New¬ 
market and the surrounding 
areas has been released by 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil. 

The policy will give guide¬ 
lines on design, advertis¬ 
ing and appearance of shop 
fronts in Newmarket - which 
have long been a talking 
point for town councillors. 

Business owners were told 
they would have to alter 
their shop’s facades and alter 
or remove A-boards outside 
their businesses at a meeting 
held in August. 

In a letter, Steven Wood 
from FHDC told businesses 
there was a “general con¬ 
cern that the High Street is 
cluttered with A-boards and 
other advertising material 
that detract from the historic 
character and importantly 
the conservation area”. 

At a previous town coun¬ 
cil meeting, councillors had 
praised Golding, Wildwood 
and Celik’s for their good 
shop fronts. Others, includ¬ 
ing QD, Jennings and Best

One, were given as exam¬ 
ples of “inappropriate” shop 
fronts. 

Shop owners were told 
a shop front policy would 
be drawn up - and now the 
time has come for shoppers 
and businesses to comment 
on the draft document. 

Cllr David Bowman, cabi¬ 
net member for economic 
development and tourism, 
said: “A shop front is the first 
impression that a potential 
customer will have of a busi¬ 
ness and is also an inte¬ 
gral part of the overall 
look of a shopping 
street. An attrac¬ 
tive street will en¬ 
courage shoppers 
and visitors to stay, 
spend, and come 
back to the town 
centre again. 

“This guide provides 
very clear advice to help re¬ 
tailers, landlords and agents 
through the planning pro¬ 
cess which will enhance our 
shopping areas and help 



boost the economy of West 
Suffolk.” 

As it stands, the guide de¬ 
scribes a “good shop front” 
as one which attracts shop¬ 
pers and adds “interest” to 
the street scene. It should 
also compliment the build¬ 
ing it is part of, and enhance 
the surrounding area, not 
dominate it. 

Shops are defined as 
“commerical premises hav¬ 
ing a fascia design or dis¬ 
play” including non-retail 
premises in a shopping area. 
This includes banks, restau¬ 
rants and betting shops. 
The guide informs 
businesses of appro¬ 
priate changes.

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Couple whose 
wedding was 
all figured out 


Determined not to be overweight on their wedding day, Laura King and 
Chris Wheal bit the bullet and, between them, shed 11 stone. They tell 
Patricia McBride how they did it. 


WHEN Laura King saw Chris 
Wheat’s advert on a dating 
website, she breathed a sigh 
of relief. Here, finally, was 
a man who didn’t seem to 
need to ‘big himself up’ as so 
many others did. Instead, he 
sounded kind and down- 
to-earth, so she decided to 
contact him. 

Nonetheless Laura, then 
a student midwife at Anglia 
Ruskin University, didn’t 
rush into anything, and it 
was a few weeks later in 
June 2010 when they finally 
met. The Regal, Chris’s 
choice, was hardly her idea 
of a romantic first date, but 
she liked what she saw and 
the couple began dating 
regularly, often enjoying big 
meals out together. 

Eighteen months later 
Chris took Laura to London 
to see the stage show of The 
Lion King as a treat for her 
26th birthday. Unknown to 
Laura, Chris had a surprise 


in mind. They went to a 
steak restaurant after the 
show and, as their main 
course was taken away, 

Chris anxiously asked Laura 
what she wanted for dessert. 
Knowing she loves sweet 
things Chris was in for a 
shock when she refused, 
saying she was full. 

This wasn’t going to plan 
at all, and it took quite a bit 
of persuading to get her to 
order one. When it arrived, 
she was so busy chatting 
that she didn’t notice the 
words ‘Marry Me’ piped 
around the edge of the plate 
and almost scooped them 
off absentmindedly. Chris’s 
romantic gesture nearly 
went unnoticed, and he had 


to take away her spoon and 
get her to read the message. 
Her smile gave him all the 
answer he needed. 

“I hardly ate anything 
during the meal,” says Chris, 
29, from Royston. “And 
Laura asked if everything 
was OK as it was unusual, 
because we both love 
steak. I tried to pass it off 
as tiredness but it was 
really nerves.

• Lunch: A large pack of crisps, a 
triple-packed sandwich or baguette, 
usually covered in cheese, and 
a bottle of cola. 


• Dinner: This was varied, as I enjoy 
cooking, but always made too much 
and ended up eating it rather than 
saving some for the following day. 
Dishes included shepherd’s pie (with 
lots of potato and cheese), curries with 
mountains of rice, or toad-in-the-hole 
with thick batter. And when cooking 
roast dinners, I would roast everything 
in a layer of oil. 


• Evening: Popcorn while watching 
a film, or tortilla chips and dips 
while watching sports. 


horrified to learn that she 
needed to lose five-and-a- 
half stone. 

“I knew I never wanted to 
be a fat bride,” she says, “and 
I’d wanted to lose weight for 
a while. Chris’s proposal gave 
me the motivation I needed. 
Luckily, when I told Chris, 
he said we should do it as a 
couple and joined too.” 

Chris agrees: “I always 
wanted to lose weight 
because I felt a little out of 
place socialising with friends, 
trying to meet new people or 
when at work. I just needed 
the right catalyst and Laura 
was it.” 

When he was weighed they 
found that he needed to lose

It wasn’t always 
easy. As a trainee midwife, 
Laura not only studied at 
Anglia Ruskin but also did 
long placements at Harlow 
Hospital. “The combination 
of shift work and studying 
sometimes made keeping 
to the diet difficult,” she 
says. “There were limited 
choices of meals at night at 
the hospital, and I’d come 
home too tired to think about 
cooking healthy low-calorie 
meals. 

“But I had a lot of support 
from the group leader and 


Chris. I learned that if I had 
a bad day, I should just wipe 
the slate clean and start 
again the next day.” 

Not long after the 
engagement, with the 
wedding still two years 
away, Laura went looking 
at wedding dresses with her 
mother. “I had no intention 
of buying one,” she says. 
“After all, I still had all that 
weight to lose. I just wanted 
to see what was around. But 
then I found it. The perfect 
dress. Even though I was 
a size 18,1 bought it in a 
size 14 and, each time my 
motivation flagged, I got it 
out of the wardrobe and held 
it against myself. 

“When it slipped over 
my hips for the first time it 
was amazing. It felt like my 
biggest achievement ever.” 

But only Laura and her 
mother knew this secret. 
Chris and all their family 
and friends kept asking her 
if she’d got a dress yet, and 
she always fobbed them off. 
There was always the worry 
that it wouldn’t fit for the big 
day, and in fact it didn’t. 

It was too big. It had to be 
taken in by several inches. 

Planning any wedding is a 
huge project, and Laura was 
studying for her finals as the 
big day drew nearer. She even 
turned down a request to be 
bridesmaid for a close friend 
who lived some distance 
away. “I just couldn’t spare 
the time to go for several 
dress fittings,” she says. On 
her graduation day Laura 


looked slender and radiant in 
her gown and mortarboard. 

At their wedding in 
September this year, the 
couple looked slim and 
stunning. Laura, a 5ft 7” size 
10 brunette, wore a figure- 
hugging, strapless dress that 
showed off her new figure 
to perfection. Six-foot Chris 
looked equally good in his 
morning suit and top hat. 
Laura comments that the 
best compliment was seeing 
the surprise on the faces of 
people who hadn’t seen them 
for a while. 

As the music started, 

Chris knew that Laura was 
walking down the aisle, but 
he deliberately didn’t look at 
her until she was standing 
next to him. “When I saw her 
I was speechless,” he says. “I 
couldn’t take my eyes off her, 
she was so beautiful. It felt 
like it was just us two in the 
room.” 

Preparing for their 
honeymoon in Mexico, 

Laura enjoyed choosing tiny 
bikinis, something she would 
have hesitated about before. 
They put on just a little 
weight there, but quickly got 
back to counting points on 
their return home, and are 
back to their target weight. 

Laura now works as a 
midwife at Harlow hospital, 
and Chris is enjoying a new 
job in sales and support at 
a mobile phone company 
in London. With their new 
home in Royston - and their 
new figures - they have a 
wonderful life ahead of them.

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Christmas around the world 



IN the UK the most popular Christmas dinner, 
since Victorian times at least, has involved a 
roast turkey or other poultry (geese, chickens 
and ducks are other popular choices) with 
all the trimmings - stuffing, cranberry sauce, 
bread sauce. The selection of vegetables and 
other side dishes can range from the love- 
them-or-hate-them brussels sprouts to the 
more conventional carrots and parsnips, not 
forgetting delicious roast potatoes. The meal is 
often rounded off with a traditional Christmas 
(or plum) pudding, served with brandy butter 
or cream. If there’s room at the end of all this, 
mince pies or even trifle are also offered, not 
forgetting a chocolate-y yule log. 

Around the world, Christmas traditions vary. 
Some countries focus their celebrations on 
Christmas Eve instead of December 25th. In 
Brazil, the pre-Christmas feast includes Couve 
a Mineira (garlic kale), luscious fruits, Brazil nuts 
and zesty rice, along with platters laden with 
ham and fresh salad. Austrians dine on fried 
carp, their famous Sacher Torte (an indulgently 
rich chocolate tart) and biscuits such as 
lebkuchen and sterne. Danes are partial to roast 
pork, complete with crackling, while Czechs 
prefer fish and potato salad on Christmas Eve. 

In Iceland dinner is served at 6pm on December 


24, and will probably involve Hamborgahryggur 
- a kind of gammon steak, and even roast 
reindeer, ptarmigan and smoked lamb. 

If curry is your thing, you might want to think 
about celebrating yuletide in India. Biryanis, 
mutton curries and sweets such as kheer are all 
on offer there. From the Philippines - where 


served up to accompany a cured leg of pork- 
to the Swedish Christmas smorgasbord, it seems 
that there are as many different Christmas 
culinary traditions as there are countries that 
celebrate it. Wherever you are on the day, and 
however you choose to mark the day, we wish 
you a very happy time!

Cornflake Wreaths 


Baking is a great 
way to keep the 
kids occupied 
during the school 
holidays.

The easy recipe for 14 wreaths makes a 
fantastic gift idea for the grandparents 
or a favourite teacher, or just nibbled 
as a fun teatime treat.

Christmas 

tips for trees 


THE festive season for Christmas 
trees seems to have jumped a month, 
as retailers have now been selling 
real trees for several weeks to the 
public, despite advice from the British 
Christmas Tree Growers Association not 
to buy your tree earlier than December 

Homebase, B&Q and Asda have had 
trees in some of their stores for several 
weeks, while even John Lewis has 
started selling real trees online for the 
first time. 

I personally remain unconvinced 
about buying a Christmas tree online 
as shapes do vary and there is limited 
scope for returning it if it's too wide, 
dense or simply doesn't fit the shape of 
your space. 

But if you've already decked the 
halls with boughs of holly and put the 
baubles and tinsel on your Christmas 
tree, how are you going to stop it from 
looking like a dried-up old offering by 
December 25, with more needles on 
the floor than on the branches? 

Well, if you are still looking for a cut 
real tree, make sure you saw around an 
inch off the base, which will open the

pores of the tree, albeit temporarily. 
You need to plunge the tree butt in 
a bucket of water immediately after 
cutting it, so the tree can absorb 
moisture and the pores don't have a 
chance to close up again. 

When the tree is brought indoors, 
mount it in a water-holding stand and 
place it away from direct heat, such as 
a radiator. Keep the container topped 
up with water every day; you will be 
surprised how much the tree drinks. 

When buying your tree, Harry 
Brightwell, secretary of the British 
Christmas Tree Growers Association, 
advises: "A fresh tree will have a 
healthy green appearance with few 


browning needles. 

"Needles should be flexible and not 
fall off if you run a branch through 
your hand. Raise the tree a few inches 
off the ground and drop it on the butt 
end. Very few green needles should 
drop off the tree but it is normal for a 
few inner brown needles to drop off.'' 

Prices are likely to be much the same 
as last year. B&Q is charging £35 for 
a medium Nordmann fir (4ft 11in-6ft 
6in) and £20 for a similar sized Norway 
spruce, while from Homebase a 5ft-6ft 
cut Nordmann fir is £35 and a similar 
sized Fraser fir is £30. 

About 80% of the trees sold are 
Nordmann fir, around 10-15% Norway 
spruce, and the remainder are lesser 
known varieties including the Fraser fir. 

Gardeners may opt for container- 
grown trees, grown in pots from 
seedling stage, which are able to 
develop a good root system and can 
be planted in the garden afterwards. 
However, beware of similar-sounding 
'containerised' trees, warns Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers' Association 
magazine. These trees are grown in a 
field then dug up and put into a pot 



just before sale. They often lose a lot 
of roots in the process and looked dull 
and lifeless at the end of a trial carried 
out by Which? 

Those keeping a container-grown 
tree should: 

■ Keep it in the house for no more 
than two weeks. If necessary, you 
can keep your tree in a sheltered spot 
outside until you're ready to bring it in. 

■ Put a saucer under the pot to protect 
your furniture/floor, or place the pot 
inside another one without drainage 
holes. 

■ Choose a cool spot, away from 
radiators and fires, to prevent the tree 


from overheating. It should have some 
natural daylight. 

■ Water regularly and don't let it dry 
out - but don't leave it sitting in water. 

■ To keep the tree growing after the 
festive season, put it outside initially 
in a sheltered spot, covering it with 
horticultural fleece if hard frost is 
forecast. 

■ Repot the tree every few years when 
its roots outgrow the container.

Cambridge Volvo 
wants roads to be 
safer this winter 


WITH the Met Office predicting 
stronger winds and heavier rainfall 
than usual over their three-month 
forecast, Newmarket Road-based 
Volvo dealership Marshall Cam¬ 
bridge is offering advice to local 
Cambridge motorists to encourage 
safer driving in cold and wet con¬ 
ditions when making any trips this 
autumn. 

Britain’s roads become dramati¬ 
cally different to drive on during 
the darker hours and with change¬ 
able weather conditions common 
in UK climates, drivers need to plan 
and prepare before undertaking any 
journey, no matter how brief. 

“Making sure everything is func¬ 
tioning as it should before you set 
off is incredibly important, and 
knowing a few pointers can lead to 
a much smoother and less stressful 
journey”, comments Martin Bryan 
at Marshall Cambridge. “In cold, 
wet and dark conditions, clear vis¬ 
ibility and vision is paramount. 


At our dealership, we advise all of 
our customers to undertake these 
preparations” adds Bryan. 

■ Over time, your headlights can 
cloud over due to the dirt and de¬ 
bris they come in contact with. 
Ensuring you wipe down all of the 
lenses around the vehicle will keep 
them clean; making sure your lights 
can shine at their fullest capacity. 
Some soapy water will wash away 
any dirt or marks that have built up 
or keep a pack of baby wipes in your 
car in case of build up whilst you’re 
out driving in adverse conditions. 

■ The same goes for the vehicles 
windscreen, clean it both inside 
and out to improve visibility, es¬ 
pecially when there is glare from 
the winter sun. n Wiper blades are 
essential when driving in the rain 
and for clearing away any dirt from 
windscreens; if these aren’t func¬ 
tioning properly a driver’s vision 
will be seriously compromised. 
Check the rubber is still intact with 


the plastic framing of the blade 
and they are effectively clearing 
the windscreen - replacing them if 
necessary. 

■ When temperatures start to drop 
outside, some of the liquid com¬ 
ponents in a vehicle will too. Like¬ 
wise to antifreeze in your engine 
coolant, investing in a couple of 
pounds to treat windscreen washer 
fluid with a suitable additive will 
also reduce to chance of it freezing. 
However, using normal engine an¬ 
tifreeze can damage paintwork so 
don’t be tempted to mix this your 
washer fluid. 

■ Dark mornings and evenings 
means it can be difficult to check 
your tyres so complete this task 
during daylight hours and make 
sure they are in a safe condition. 
For wet and wintery conditions, it’s 
recommended that there is at least 
3mm of tread but nothing under 
2mm as this can seriously reduce 
handling and stability. 
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Hydrogen first for Toyota Mirai 


THERE will only be a few 
hundred and they will not 
be cheap, but Japanese car 
giant Toyota is about to 
take its first small step into 
the unproven market for 
emissions-free, hydrogen- 
powered vehicles, writes 
Matt Joy or PA News. 

The world’s largest car 
maker will begin selling 
fuel cell cars in Japan on 
December 15 and in the 
US and Europe in mid- 
2015. The sporty-looking, 
four-door Toyota Mirai 
will sell for 6.7 million yen 
(£36,700) before tax. Toyota 
hopes to sell 400 in Japan 
and 300 in the rest of the 
world in the first year. 

“In time, the fuel cell 
vehicle will become main¬ 
stream. We wanted to take 
the first step,” said Mit- 


suhisa Kato, a Toyota exec¬ 
utive vice president, at the 
vehicle’s launch. “We want 
to be at the leading edge.” 

Fuel cell vehicles run on 
compressed hydrogen gas, 
which in the Mirai’s case is 
stored in two tanks mount¬ 
ed underneath the vehi¬ 
cle. They emit no exhaust, 
though fossil fuels are used 
in the production of hydro¬ 
gen, and to pressurise it. 

Both Honda and Hyun¬ 
dai are also experimenting 
with limited sales and leas¬ 
es of fuel cell cars. Honda 
showed a fuel cell concept 
car yesterday. 

Besides the relatively 
high cost, buyers will have 
to contend with find¬ 
ing fuel. Only a few dozen 
hydrogen filling stations 
have been built worldwide, 


though governments are 
subsidising the construc¬ 
tion of more. 

It is an uncertain fu¬ 
ture that both depends on 
whether makers can bring 
down the price, and wheth¬ 
er a wide-enough network 
of filling stations will be 
built. 

Yoshikazu Tanaka, depu¬ 
ty chief engineer for Toyo¬ 
ta’s next-generation vehi¬ 
cle development, said he 
expects it will take 10-20 
years for the Mirai to reach 
sales in the tens of thou¬ 
sands of vehicles a year. 

Asked if it was a risk, he 
agreed, but Toyota views it 
as a challenge. Likening it 
to a chicken and egg situa¬ 
tion, he said if you say it is 
too risky and do not move 
forward with production,

the number of filling sta¬ 
tions will never grow. Toyo¬ 
ta faced a similar scenario 
with its Prius petrol-elec¬ 
tric hybrid, which now sells 
in big numbers. 

“It was a big challenge 
when we first introduced 
the Prius, or hybrid car, in 
1997,” Tanaka said. “And 
it’s an even bigger chal¬ 
lenge this time because 
there is no infrastructure, 
and we’re trying to lead the 
commercialisation of fuel 
cell cars.” 

Hoping to offset the in¬ 
convenience of finding 
fuel, Toyota gave the car a 
futuristic look inside and 
out (Mirai means future in 
Japanese) and made it pep¬ 
py to try to attract buyers. 
It accelerates particularly 
quickly from about 25 to 


45mph, Tanaka added. 

The Japanese govern¬ 
ment also plans to offer a 
two million yen subsidy to 
buyers of fuel cell cars, re¬ 
ducing the effective price 
to 4.7 million yen (£25,700). 

Sales will be limited to 
the primarily urban areas 
that have fuelling stations. 
In Japan, with about 30 sta¬ 
tions, that means the re¬ 
gions around Tokyo, Osaka 
and Nagoya cities in central 
and western Japan and the 
northern part of Kyushu is¬ 
land in the south. 

A few stations have 
opened in California in the 
United States, and there 
are plans to build some in 
the Northeast. Germany 
and the United Kingdom 
are among European coun¬ 
tries that have or plan to 


build them. 

The company has about 
200 pre-orders for the ve¬ 
hicle, mainly government 
agencies and companies 
that want to go green, the 
company said. Over time, 
Kato said, Toyota hopes to 
help build a “hydrogen so¬ 
ciety”. 

The Mirai can travel 400- 
435 miles on its two tanks of 
hydrogen. Hydrogen may 
be more expensive than 
petrol initially, because 
there are so few customers 
but, over time, Toyota ex¬ 
pects it will be cheaper to 
run a car on hydrogen. 

“To rely less on oil is very 
important,” said Kato. “Ja¬ 
pan has to spend its mon¬ 
ey to import fuel, so we 
should use it as carefully as 
possible.”

“He’s a lot like me. He just 
loves football and I hope 
he can go on to be a good 
manager one day.” 

Last weekend’s defeat 
saw Mildenhall slip to 15th 
in the Premier Division 
standings. 

They return to action 
this Saturday when they 
travel to mid-table Ipswich 
Wanderers. 

Kevin Grainger remained 
positive despite Newmarket 
suffering a narrow 2-1 de¬ 
feat away to Thurlow Nunn 
League, Premier Division 
leaders Norwich United. 

The jockeys were hit twice 
on the counter-attack and 
were unable to grab an 
equaliser after Lee Clift had 
got them back in the game 
from the penalty spot.
